a. In the case of classified material disseminated to Congressional 
committees, only staff members who have been cleared on the 
request of the chairman of the committee under provisions of 
will be provided access to such material. Such material will be 
disseminated only on the understanding that it will not receive 
further reproduction or dissemination without the written approval 
of the head of the originating department, agency or Governmental 
unit or his designee. All such material will be returned to the 
originating office as soon as the Congressional committee no longer 
has need for such access, that time to be clearly designated in 
writing on the document at the time it is provided to the committee. 
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
